It was not a change in sp irit, but 
the awakening to the realization of 
the crying need of an organization for 
men in the Presbyterian church which 
p romp ted the formation of the Presby­ 
terian Brotherhood, a 
p urely social 
church organization. 
The first imp ortant meeting since 
its incep tion here was held in the 
chnrch 
p arlors of the Presbyterian 
church last night, and a grand meet­ 
ing it was to be sure. 
With the right 
sort of brotherly lov e, the right tem­ 
p erature of warmth in their greeting, 
and the true sp irit of Christianity 
manifested throughout thejev ening. 
About niuetv members and guests 
gathered about the festiv e board, and 
p artook of a feast of oratory and p ala­ 
table dishes. f Ov er this p art of the 
p rogram came a breath[of the Presi­ 
dent's Thanksgiv ingJIp roolamatioD. lor 
turkey headed a menu, which inclu­ 
ded escallop ed oysters, p ickles, dres­ 
sing, grav y, Saratoga chip s, jellies, 
cheese straws, baked beans, celery, ice 
cream, cake and coffee. 
But for the 
excellent manner in which the ban­ 
quet was handled, and culinary arts 
brought into p lay to p rep are the boun­ 
tiful sp read, let credit be giv en the 
“ Presbyterian Sisterhood,“ —the 
la­ 
dies of the Presbyterian church. 
The men assembled in the main au ­ 
ditorium at 7:110 o’clock, marched in ­ 
to the church p arlors, where the three 
long banquet tables were 
moaning 
with loads of 
good eatables. 
Mrs. 
Fred Caldwell p layed an ap p rop riate 
march on the p iano as the men came 
in to be seated. 
Rev . T. II. McCon­ 
nell asked the blessing, after which 
the entire assemblage joined in singing 
an old fav orite hymn. 
Ben. L. Smith was tbastmaster, and 
filled that worthy p osition with ease, 
grace and m nchability. 
Mr. Smith is 
a 
boru toastmaster. 
He 
has 
the 
frankness, the ready wit 
and 
the 
adequate 
commanding sp irit to do 
credit both to himself and the sp eak­ 
ers that followed. 
The little bits of 
humor and clev er sarcasm that he in­ 
terp olated in the regular p rogram was 
the life of the meeting. 
A. T. Martin, p resident of the local 
Presbyterian 
Brotherhood, was the 
first sp eaker of the ev ening, aud he re­ 
sp onded to the 
toast. 
“ Indiv idual 
Power.” 
He rev iewed man from the 
time of Adam to the p resent day. and 
declared thatjnev er before was there 
such a call and such an'op p ortunity 
for the'indiv iduaPas the p resent time 
“ O h! the op p ortunities of the indi­ 
v idual,” he said, “ how’ [much influ­ 
ence he can exert; how much hap p i­ 
ness J» e cau [scatter broadcast; how 
much lov e he can disseminate, and 
how much 
hop e 
he 
can 
insp ire. 
Boundless, 
unlimited, unfathomable 
p ower. 
Men 
would 
you 
embrace 
your op p ortunities? 
If you would, 
consider their exp anse and force, and 
try if you eau to calculate the results. 
* * * The high tide of civ ic right­ 
eousness is on. 
Will you take it at its 
full and 
sail out into 
the 
broad 
sea of usefulness and help lulness, or 
will you flounder about in the shal­ 
low’s of desp air and defeat?” 
He declared this|to be the greatest aud 
most heroic hour of the world’s his­ 
tory. the time for marching onward, 
and the day of indiv idual i>ower. 
Rev . McConnell sang a beautiful 
solo, aud p oured forth the warmness 
of a glad heart in a full, clear v oice. 
For he wa.s hap p y, indeed. 
It means 
much to a minister to see an activ e 
mov emeut on the p art of the laymen 
in the interest 
of the church and 
Christianity. 
For men in church or­ 
ganizations lend a sp irit of Simons of 
Cyrene, in help ing bear the cross of 
the many duties of the p astorate. 
And 
such laymen organizations feeders to 
the church, and fill the p ews on Sun 
day. 
John I>. Megoe followed with the 
toast, 
“ Brotherly 
Lov e.” 
He 
re­ 


v iewed the sad need of more sociabil 
ity in chnrch 
work, the 
absolute 
necessity of social church organiza 
tions. 
For in carrying on the work 
of Christianity, as in anything else 
• he said, men stood in need of human 
symp athy. 
Ev en our Sav iour, in 
trying hour, erav ed[it/>f Jiis discip les 


i When he went into the Garden 
| Gethsemane, he asked Peter, John and 
James to accomp any him. 
The life of 
a chnrch, he declared, was like the 
life of a p erson; it is dead without 
activ ity, and force [sp ent in the right 
direction. 
He was[enthusiastic in his 
p raise for the Presbyterian Brother 
hood, and said|that such an organiza 
tion wonld render assistance to each of 
its members indiv idually and to the 
chnrch collectiv ely. 
Judge W. A. Cullen sp oke at some 
length on the 
toast, “ Loyalty and 
Fealty.” 
Carefully look ov er the au ­ 
dience of nearly one hundred men, 
he remarked, and it was 
ap p arent 
that the church stood in need of such 
a mov ement that[wonld[bring laymen 
into the work of the church, and said 
nev er before, did he see so many men 
in the church. 
He said that the fact 
that the Presbyterian chnrch in gener­ 
al assembly admitted the necessity of 
such 
an organization, and that it 
struck a resp onsiv e[cord in the hearts 
of all throughout the country, and 
met with 
univ ersal ap p rov al, 
was 
¿nongh to p romp t men to take£ an ac­ 
tiv e p art in such a mov ement. 
He 
sp oke of the achiev ements 
of 
the 
church in the:p ast, and said he wonld 
be p rond of[the work of the Brother­ 
hood in the future. 
He boasted of 
the fact that the Bible is better un­ 
derstood today than ev er before, and 
the sp read of the holy 
gosjiel, he 
claimed to be the marv el of all ages. 
But he dep lored the fact that there 
are nine different Presbyterian and 
reform churches, which were caused 
by an unconsequential difference on 
p oints in theology, butlhe believ ed by 
the step taken by the Brotherhood, 
which brooghtjnen in closer relation 
with the chnrch, [that£ ultimately, all 
the different branches of Calv anistic 
belief wonld hold p recisely the same 
theology and the same gov ernment. 
In p art, he concluded: “ I hallow the 
day when this great work will be 
done. 
And it 
shall follow on the 
wav e[[of this Brotherhood, when it is 
at fits crest, then all the churches 
will be undergone banner. 
No longer 
will we see the sad. long sanctimon­ 
ious look on the fjwses of our brothers 
in the church» or on the street, but 
we will greet them with an outstretch­ 
ed hand and a 
warm 
heart. 'The 
Brotherhood is an absolute necessity 
in the p resent condition of the church, 
and I do not see how we ev er got 
along without it. 
The 
women are 
loyal, they always hav e been, but the 
women’s z.eal is hamp ered by the in­ 
difference of the men.” 
After another old hymn, suggested 
by Judge^Ouilen, Mr. Smith thanked 
the Brotherhood 
for the honor be­ 
stowed on him in selecting him toast­ 
master. 
Mr. Martin then arose to say 
a concluding word, and he stated that 
he believ ed 
that the 
Presbyterian 
church, which had long been alluded 
to as the kid glov e, silk hat, cold 
church of the world was making a de­ 
cided change, and one for the ¡better, 
for 
he declared that 
the 
' ‘Labor 
Preacher, ” fcCharlea Tazelle, receiv ed 
a greater ov ation at the national eon- 
v entionjieid in Indianap olis the p ast 
week than any man who addressed 
them. 
Aud that the assembly, in con­ 
v ention, adop ted resolutions for him 
to take back to the laboring p eop le of 
Minneap olis, where he is carrying on 
his work at the p resent time. 
This, 
Mr. Martin thought, was the climax 
of the Presbyterian Brotherhood meet­ 
ing. 
All dep arted feeling better for hav ­ 
ing been p resent, and fully satisfied 
that the 
Presbyterian 
Brotherhood 
1 will result in great things for the 
church in this city, and in all the 
Presbyterian churches throughout the 
; country.

Judg e Spa rk’s Recent Decisio ns 


in “ Div o rces Fo r a Spell” 


a re Co mmenda ble 


The div orce ev il is becoming an is­ 
sue 
in this 
country 
at last, and 
rigid.legislation is being talked 
of. 
Nearly ev eryone will adm it that the 
laws in most States are too lax. 
If 
p eop le'contemp lating marriage would 
stop to consider the full significance 
of the marriage v ows—“ What God 
lias joined together let no man p ut 
assunder” —and were it not so easy to 
secure a div orce, theyjwonld look on 
marriage as a serious step , and in 
many cases would hesitate or at least 
p onder and stndy on taking this step , 
which should be “ until death do os 
p art, ” 
Judge Sp arks is to be commended in 
the way he is dealing with the ques­ 
tion. 
In the last few weeks he has 
granted sev eral div orces, but p arties 
inv olv ed are only div orced for a cer­ 
tain p eriod—generally for two years. 
At the end of that time they are again 
man and wife. 
This will, in a way, 
p ut a damp ener on those p arties who 
seek div orce and hav e justiable cause 
under the p resent laws—who are 
really[p romp ted to gain their freedom 
in order to marry again, to some one 
with whom thev hav e become infatu­ 
ated. 
TbiaDsort of a decision 
p uts 
a quietus on the “ fickle in heart.” 
Sev eral times, p arties who hav e se­ 
cured div orces in this county hav e 
hurried out of the court room and ap ­ 
p lied for a marriage 
license before 
the ink of the div orce decree was 
dry. 
But the last General Assembly 
p ut a stop to this farce, this slur on 
the sacredness of the marriage v ow. 
At p resent in the Rush county cir­ 
cuit court, there "are elev en div orce 
suits p ending. 
Proof conclusiv e that 
while we are the banner county in 
the m atter of raising corn and hogs, 
we are also “ some p ump kin” in our 
crop of domestic infelicity. 
Lov e is 
blind, and that is p robably the reason 
Gnp id takes in so much bad money.

Coutv Auditor Wmship has receiv ed 
a circular f roof Secretary ot State Fred 
A. Sims, of which the following are 
extracts: 
“ The laws require that official com 
missions be signed by the Gov ernor 
and attested by the Secretary of State. ” 
Judges, p rosecuting attorneys, all 
countv offices and that of Justices of 
the Peace are then sp ecified. 
“ Noofficer,” the circular continues, 
“ can legally enter up on a second term 
without renewal of his commission nor 
can an ap p ointiv e officer legally dis­ 
charge snch duties without first being 
commissioned.” 
The fee for a com­ 
m ission is but 60 cents, which goes 
intc tti© State treasury.

Charles E. Francis, of Cincinnati, 
accomp anied .bv an architect and his 
attorney, B. T. Archer, were here last 
night and awarded the contract for 
the erection of their wood working 
factory in this city. 
Morris Winship 
& Son were the successful bidders. 
The building will be built of brick 
and stone, and will cost 
a p p ro x im a te­ 
ly $10,000. 
This is only for one build­ 
ing. their 
machinery p lant. 
Other 
buildings will be added as soon as this 
one is comp leted. 
Tbe factory men hav e contracted 
for $10,000 worth of new machinery 
for their new factory here, which will 
be used in addition to the old ma­ 
chinery, which they now use in Cin­ 
cinnati.

“ You hear a great deal about the 
‘good old tim es,’ ” said[the v enerable 
citizen, a member in good standing of 
the Ananias clnb, at the court house 
the other day, “ but what were the 
good old times p eop le lov e to talk 
about The times when there were no 
gas lamp s nor electric 
lights; the 
good old times when one lighted the 
way to church by lantern in which 
tho caudle 
meekly 
flickered. 
The 
good old times whon in early morning 
the youth 
had to p ull the sap ling 
from the snowy rick 
to make the 
kitcheu fire. 
Good old times when 
there were no daily p ap ers, and no 
op era houses; when the great orators 
came no nearer than fifty miles away. 
Good old days when coal oil was a 
dollar a gallon and Rockefeller, the 
p hilanthrop ist, was unknown, good 
old times[wheu[there was no furnace, 
no steam heat, and only one man took 
his ‘annual’ in the creek.

Sherriek , former au ditor of state, now 
serving a sentence on a charge of em­ 
bezzlement of state fu nds, will have 
a new trial. 
The 
Indiana 
su preme 
cou rt 
has 
handed down a decision on his appeal 
reversing the decision of the criminal 
cou rt of Marion cou nty anil setting 
aside the verdict of the ju ry, and 
granting a retrial to the man convict­ 
ed by that ju ry. 
Sherriek was sen­ 
tenced to serve from two to twenty- 
one years. 
The su preme cou rt held that the 
au ditor of state is not an officer who, 
u nder the law. can properly accept 
money from tax payers or from fee 
payers; that su ch money shou ld go 
directly to the treasu ry, throu gh the 
hands of the treasu rer of state. 
It is 
the decision that u nder the law the 
former au ditor of state cou ld not be 
held liable for u sing the money thu s 
mistak enly tu rned into his hands. 
The contention of the prosecu tion 
was that the money that had been 
paid to Sherriek by the insu rance com­ 
panies belonged to the state as soon 
as he received it from them u nder 
color of his office, and that when he 
failed to tu rn it into the state treas­ 
u ry he was gu ilty of embezzlement 
from the state. On this theory of the 
case Sherriek was convicted, bu t the 
su preme cou rt reverses the ju dgment 
on the grou nd thgt while Sherriek had 
the money in his possession he held 
it merely as agent, for the companies. 
As soon as the decision was handed 
down the clerk of the su preme cou rt 
issu ed an order to the warden of the 
Michigan City penitentiary to retu rn 
Sherriek to the cu stody of the sheriff 
of Marlon cou nty. 
Sherriek will be 
retu rned to this city today in the cu s­ 
tody of a prison gu ard. 
He will then 
be tu rned over to the sheriff and will 
probably be released on bond to await 
the fu rther action of the Marion cou n­ 
ty criminal cou rt. 
Then it will be u p to the prosecu tor 
to say what the fu tu re action will be. 
If he think s that he will still be able 
to obtain a conviction at a retrial, in 
view of the su preme cou rt’s decision, 
he will ask that the case be set down 
for trial again. 
If he feels that he 
wou ld not be able to get a conviction 
he may move to nol pros the case. In 
the latter event Sherriek wou ld gain 
his liberty.
